WASHINGTON, Jan. 17. — A 


legislative battle over restoring 
180,000,000 in annual benefits to 
disabled veterans 
of 
the World 


War and their dependents loomed 
today in the senate, as Republicans 
sought Democratic support for li- 
beralizing the national 
economy

Congress appeared ready to au- 


thorize .a more liberal treatment 
of the veterans, if President Roose- 
velt gives his approval or acquies- 
cence.
